Document Advocates Adoption of Australian Secret 
Ballot and Instructs the State Delegation to 
Vote for Alton B. Parker. 


HE democracy of Georgia, in convention assembled, congratulate the people 
Tor the state upon the successful administration of her civic affairs, the pros- 
perity and happiness of her citizens and the general satisfaction which pre- 
vails throughout her borders. We cordially indorse the. present state administra- 
tion, our chief executive, each of our state officials, commending them for the 
faithful, honest and efficient manner in which they have discharged the delicate 
and arduocs duties of their several offices. 

We congratulate the people of Georgia that the rate of taxation has been low- 
ered, that all propertW-real and corporate, by reason of recent statute, is now 
made to bear its proportionate part of the burden of taxation. This is as it should 
he, for it is but just thet every species of property should bear equally the burden 
of taxation essential to the maintenance and enforgement of laws enacted for the 
general welfare. 

We note® with genuine pleasure the absorbing pudlic interest in the cause of 
education and cordially indorse the efforts being made on that line looking to a 
better and still more erficient system of public schools. 

We favor just and Jiberal, thoecgh not extravagant, pension laws for the support 
of our needy confederate veterans in their declining years. 

We reaffirm with emphasis the previously expressed demand of democratic con- 
ventions of this state for an elective system which will guarantee full protection 
to every voter and will throw around the ballot every safeguard. Especially do 
wé demand that our primary election laws be so amended as to give assurance that 
the Ballot of every registered voter may be an incorruptible expression of his 
judgrient, and every ballot so voted may be recorded and counted in a manner that 
can leave absolutely no docbt as to the fairness of the election and the accuracy 
of the result announced. 

To this end it is the sense of the convention that the legislature should promptly 
enact a law providing that at all elections, the Australian secret ballot or some 
similar system, shall be adopted, wherein shall be included every safeguard nec- 
essary to insure an absolutely pure and secret ballot. 

It is the sense of this convention that the legislature should, and it Is hereby 
requested to pass an act to make all clection and registration laws, both civil and 
criminal, now existing or hereafter passed for the protection of the purity of the 
ballot, expressly applicable to al] primary elections, municipal, county, state and 
federal! as well as to other elections, so far as the same may be practicable: and 
that all persons violating any of said laws in registering for or voting at any such 
rrimary election shall be subject to the same pains and penalties as are prescribed 

fer such acts at any ordinary election. 

It is the sense of this convention that the legeisldture should, and It {s hereby 
retitioned, to so amend the existing primary election law a8 to expressly provide 
for.contests before the proper executive committee of the party, and to authorize 
the said committee, through themselves or subcommitty7s, to subpoena witnesses, 
administer oaths and to do such other acts as may be necessary under the rules 
and regelations of the party to ascertain and declare the person or persons entitled 
to receive the nomination of the party, and to provide for appeals, etc. We de- 
mand that this matter receive the attention of the approaching session of the gen- 
eral assembly and the primary law be so amended as to meet these requirements. 

We favor the enactment of such laws as will afford equal and exact justice to 
labor and capital alike, and the administration of those laws in such a spirit of 
fairness as will protect and foster the interests which are already in the state, and 
encourage the establishment of new enterprises, thereby affording larger markets 

and wider fielde of industry for our citizens. 

We rejoice that the opening of the present nationa| campaign finds the party 
ef the state free from disturbing dissensions, firmly resolved to retain control of our 
own state administration, and ready to cooperate vigorously with our brethren 
throughout the union In a supreme effort to recover possession of the federal gov- 
ernment. In common with the democracy of our sister states, we view with great 
alarm the dangerous departuure under republican administration, from the cardinal 

principles so earnestly inculeated by the fathers of the republic as to the structure, 

* nowers and Hmitations of our federal government, and so repeatedly declared and 

enforced in the platforms of our natfonal democracy, and we now proclaim anew 
our steadfast adherence to those principles as are necessary, in our judgment, to the 
preservation of our democratic institutions fn their original simplicity, purlty and 
power. 

We charge the republicans with establishing and maintaining an unnecessary, 
appressive and unjust system of federa) taxation, and we demand relief for the 
people from its burdens. 

We charge them with great and reckless extravagance in the expenditures of 
the large sums needlessly collected m the people by their excessive protection of 
favored branches of industry beyond all precedent or reason and incapable of justifi- 
ention or excuse. 

We charge them with the existence of fraud and corruption in the administra- 
tien of many of their public trusts, and with sheltering guilty incumbents from 
merited exposure and punishment. 

We charge that within the last few vears under the republican tariff fllegal 
combinations of trusts and combines have been encouraged and fostered until go 
multiplied in number and power as to excite the gravest alarm that honest compe- 
tiifon is to be stifled and finally crushed.

St. Louis be and they are hereby 
requestec< to cast the vote of this state 
for Judge Alton B. Parker as the nomi- 
nee of the democratic party for president 
60 iO6ng as In tié opinion of a majority 
of the delegates there is a reasonable 
probability of his nomination; and that 
said delegates shall vote as a unit on all 
questions as a majority may determine.” 

These resolutions called forth a num- 
ber of suggestions, but finally everybody 
agreed that the course indicated by them 
would be the best, under all the circum- 
stances, to pursue, and Chairman Hill 
was authorized to present them as part of 
the platform with the announcement that 
they met the unaffimous approval! of the 
committee. 

The Fight in the Convention. 

The news of the committee agreement 
Soon became known throughout the con- 
vention hall. When the committee reach- 
e@ The halj the roll call upon delegates 
at ldrge was proceeding. After the an- 
nouncement Of this vote, many of the 
delegates left the hall to take early 
trains for their homes, assuming that the 
fun was at an ‘end.

irg. different features of: the platform, 
especially that relating to the Australian 
ballot system, were warmly cheered. As 
is usual, the regolution relating to In- 
struction was noe read with the regular 
platform, which fact led to some tem- 
porary misunderstanding, it being im- 
porsible for a few minutes, In the con- 
fusion which followed, to make some 
members of the convention understand 
that it is the uspal practice to submit 
resolutions of this character separate and 
distinct from the platform proper. As 
there was a div#position on the part of 
some to insist that all the resolutions 
adopted by the committee should be con- 
fidered together, Chairman Hill read the 
Parker resolution and the three others 
indicuted above. 

Immediately Chairman Hill had moved 
the adoption of the committee’s report, it 
became apparent that there would have to 
be a fight over the Parker feature. There 
were cries of “instrpct!’’ “instruct!” from 
al] parts of tne 34 and the first bit of 
real pandemonium with which Chairman 
Youmans had to contend broke loose. 


Dessau Moved to Instruct. 

Finally Mr. Washington Dessau, of 
Bibb, jumped upon a chair and succeeded 
in getting reoognition. He moved that 
in the resolution relating to the delega- 
tion to the national convention the word 
“requested” be stricken out and the word 
‘tnstructed”’ substituted. 

Congressman Hardwick seconded the 
motion—at Jeast he endeavored to do 60, 
He could not be heard for the cheering 
and the ncise with which Mr, Dessau's 
resolution was greeted. 

Mr. Dessau made several efforts to be 
heard in support of his motion, but for 
4 good while it looked as if he would 
not have the Opportunity. Cries of 
“Vote!” ‘Vote!’ were sent up from 
all parts of the hall, a g00d many peo- 
ple in the gallery joining in the chorus. 
Chairman YeOmans was calm tirough 
it all, assuring Mr. Dessau that he 
sheuld be heard if the convention iad to 
stay there all night. This sugsestion 
had temporarily a calming effect, and 
finaily Mr. Dessau explained that the 
eyes of the national democracy were 
upon Georgia and that his motion was 
made with no possible idea of reflecting 
upon the sincerity or the integrity of 
the delegates selected to go to St. Louis, 
but that in justice to the democracy of 
Georgia, the position of this state should 
be set forth in terms about which there 
coud be no possible misunderstand- 
ing. 

Previous Question Moved. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, and Mr. 
Felder, of Fulton, moved the previous 
question upon Mr. - Dessau’s motion. 
There was more shouting, more confu- 
si9n, and more fun. 

The demand for the previous question 
being declared sustained by a viva voce 
vote, Chairman Hill demanded the right 
to be heard in behalf of the committee's 
report. This didn’t suit the notion of 
many of those who wanted/ to vote for 
instructions. They crowded around the 
Speaker's desk and for a while there was 
a’ decidedly lively handling of words be- 
tween those who endeavored to attract 
the attention of the chair, and the many 
who seemed determined that Mr. Hill 
should not be heard. 

In the midst of it, Editor Trox Banks- 
ton, of Troup, the same Trox who used 
to figure as delegate in conventions from 
Catoosa, and who was one of the star 
performers at the ball room caucus 
Tuesday night, mounted a chair in the 
rear of the hall and added to the din 
in a way that induced the appointment 
by the chairman of a special committee 
On suppression, headed by Editor Tom 
Loyless. What Trox was after nobody 
ever learned. A good many of those 
in his immediate vicinity were strongly 
impressed with the belief that he did 
not Know himself. After full, free and 
forceful conference, the suppression com- 
mittee reported that the west Georgia 
editor had promised to keep his mouth 
shut if he were allowed to remain and 
he kept his promise and his mouth. 

There was order after a while, Chair-~ 
man Yeomans making it clear that Mr. 
Hill, as chairman, had thg¢ right to be 
heard under the operation of the pre- 
vious question. Mr. Dessau urged that 
one who were anxious for a vote ac- 
cord Chairman Hill the hearing to which 
he was clearly entitled, and his advice 
had a quieting effect. 

Mr.. Hill made a calm, clear and force- 
ful explanation of the action of the com- 
mittee, reciting how the committee had 
in the interest of harmony and to pre- 


vent a contest adopted the resolution 


prepared by Mr. S!mmons, of Gwinnett. 
He said the committee was made up 
almost entirely, if not entirely, of Par- 
ker men, but there were honest differ- 
ences of opinion among them as to the 
Hest course to pursue. As for himself, 
We had been strongly for Parker/ since 
meeting the distinguished New Yorker 
at the Bar Aesociation memeéting Jast 
year, and even before that; and there 
could be ho fmputing lack of earnestness 
in support of Parker to Mr. Simmons 
or any ottier member of the committee. 
He believed, and the committee had be- 
Neved, that thé first essentia} to success 
was compiete party harmony. And he 
showed that the “request’? of the con- 
vention, set forth !n formal resolution as 
proposed by the committee, would cer- 
tainly be of as binding force upon the 
members of the delegation to St. Louis 
as any “instructions.’”’ Certainly no man 
eould say, or would dare say, that the 
members of the Georgia delegation were 
not all honorable and self-respecting men: 
and certainly no honorable or self-respect- 
ing man would regard the request of the 
state convention in any other Nght than 
in the way it was meant. He concluded 
by expressing the hope that the resolution 
would stand as the committee reported 
them. 
Mr. Dessau’s Contention. 

It was moved that Mr. Dessau be given 
as much time as Mr, Hill had taken, in 
order to give his reasons for his motion. 
Mr. Dessau expressed his thanks for 
the compliment, but he consumed a 
very little time. It was true, he said. 
that the convention was practically unan- 
imous for Judge Parker. He differed wiih 
the committee, however, as to the best 
way to give expression to the views of 
the democrats of Georgia. They are 
heartily anxious to promote the New 
Yorker’s candidacy, and he for one felt 
sure that the best and most certain way 
for the convention to reflect the wishes 
of the people of the state was by positive 
instructions. He pictured the issue as 
colossal, He said that in his opinion 
there was but one way to meet it, and 
that was for the adoption of positive in- 
structions. . 

A lot of delegates endeavored to secure 
the attention of the chair for one pur- 
pose or another, but Chairman Yeomans, 
after clearly stating the motion before the 
house, which he had to do several times 
to satisfy the many inqulries, ordered the 
roll of counties to be called. 

The Call Proceeds. 

Deep interest was manifested in the 
votes as the roll call proceeded. It soon 
became evident that the contest would be 
very close. A number of counties were 
not represented. This caused delay and 
some confusion. Finally the number of 
absentees was reduced to thirteen coun- 
ties with twenty-eight votes, es fellows:

Two members of the platform commit- 
tee, when their counties were called, ex- 
plained why they were compelled to vote 
against the report of their committee. 
and Mr. Butler, of Morgan. In both 
; CaSes the reasons were that their coun- 
ties had expressed themselves in favor 
of instructions and they felt, therefore, 
it was necessary for them to represent 
by their votes the wishes of their con- 
stituents rather than their personal 
views as represented by their action upon 
the comittee. 

The official count showed the Dessau 
resolution adopted by a vote of 166 1-4 
to 1573-4. The vote in detail was 
as follows:

Hon, Boykin Wright, of Richmond, and 
Mr. Albert Howell, of Fulton, being first 
recognized, moved that the action of the 
convention in adopting the amendment 
and the resolutions as amended, be made 
unanimous, and Mr. Howell promptly 
seconded that motion. It was adopted 
with a hearty cheer and with no dissent- 
ing voice. 
Chairman Yeomans announced that th 
work of the convention was at an end. 
Before a motion to adjourn was made, 
a motion extending hearty thanks to the 
chairman for his fairness, his impartial- 
ity and his ability was put and de- 
clared from the floor and carried unani- 
mously. Then the convention adjourned, 
everybody, apparently, happy over the 
results. 


Maine Democrats Split. 
Auburn, Me., June !.—A split ocurred

GOOD DAY'S WORK» 
DONE FOR PARTY 


Hon. J. J. Spalding, of Fulton, was placed 
before the convention by Hon. Boykin 
Wright, of Richmond, who said in part: 

“I have the honor to place in nomina- 
tion for the position of temporary Chair- 
man of this convention the name of a 
gentleman who has rendered distinguished 
service to the democracy of this state. I 
had the horor to be associated with him 
four years ago as a delegate from the 
State at large to the national democratic 
convention, where on the floor and in 
the committee room he Illustrated his 
state and party which honored him with 
signal ability. Since then I have had the 
honor of serving with him on the state 
democratic executice committee, where he 
has shown himself to be a wise, conserva- 
tive and just party leader whose position 
on all party principles has been character- 
ized by unflinching fearlessness, unswerv- 
ing integrity and acknowledged ability.” 


Spalding Unanimously Chosen. 
The name of Mr. Spalding was greeted 
with loud applause and he was unani- 
mously elected by a viva voce vote. Mr. 
Spalding in taking the chair delivered a 
strong democratic, address, and his ref- 
erence to Judge Parker particularly, was 


loudly applauded. 

Congressman Hardwick, of the tenth, 
nominated for temporary secretaries in 
accordance with the usual custom, Secre- 
tary Charles S. Northen, of the senate; 
Clerk John T. Boifeuillet, of the house, 
and Hon. B. F. Holder, of Floyd county. 
They were unanimously chosen by viva 
voce vote, and were afterwards elected 
permanent secretaries and served 
throughout the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. 

The first thing in order under the 
temporary organization was the appoint- 
ment of a credentials committee, but this, 
after brief consideration, was diSpensed 
with. Mr. Butler, of Morgan, in view of 
the fact that harmony prevailed in the 
convention, moved that the roll of coln- 
ties be called, 

Contests were then announced between 
delegations from Hall and Mitchel] coun- 
ties, but these were speedily gotten out 
of the Way by the adoption of a mo- 
tion by Mr. Felder, of Fulton, providing 
that both delegations from these counties 
be seated, each of the delegates being 
allowed his proportionate fractional vote. 
The success of this motion dispensed with 
the necessity for a committee on creden- 
tials. 

The certified list of delegates from all 
counties in the possession of Chairman 
E. T. Brown, was then adopted as the 
roll of the convention with the correc- 
tions it was found necessary to make. 


Yeomans Elected Chairman. 

Albert Howell, Jr., of Fulton, in a 
brief speech, then nominated Hon. M. J. 
Yeomans, of Terrell, for the position of 
permanent chairman of the convention. 

“I desire to, place in nomination for the 
pesition of permanent chairman,”’ Mr. 
Howell said, “‘the name of a sterling

State Officers Nominated. 

Judge Nottingham, of Bibb, moved that 
the same procedure be adopted with re- 
gard to the nomination of state officers 
as was applied to that of judges and 
solicitors general, namely, that no lauda- 
tory remarks of any kind be permitted 
in making the nominations. This mo- 
tion was unanimously carried, and all 
laudatory speeches were cut out. 

Hon. Warner Hill first placed the name 
of Governor Terrell before the conven- 
tion as the democratic candidate for 
governor. Under the action of the con- 
vention he could do nothing further than 
this. Governor Terrell’s name was loud- 
ly applauded, 

Following this it was decided to dis- 
pense with the nominations altogether, 
and in order to save time the eonven- 
tion authorized the chairman to declare 
the nominees of the party, both for state 
house officers and for judges and solici- 
tors of the circuit courts. Chairman 
Brown then presented his certificate of 
the results of the recent primary to the 
convention, and Chairman Yeomans then 
declared the nominees of the party for 
the various offices as follows:

State Executive Committee. 

The new state executive committee will 
be composed of Chairman M. J. Yeomans, 
Vice Chairman J. J. Spalding, Secre- 
tary J. W. Goldsmith, who will be ap- 
pointed by Chairman Yeomans, the na- 
tional committeeman from Georgia to be 
chosen at the coming national conven- 
tion, four members of the state at large 
yet to be named by the chajrman upon 
authority given by resolution .of the con- 
vention, and three members from each 
congressional district who were nominated 
by the district delegates and confirmed 
by the convention as follows:

No Break Yet in Ilinois Dead- 
lock 


Resolution For Secret Ballot Laid On 
Table, and Motion To Release 
Delegates From Instruc- 
tions Not Acted On 
By Convention. 


Springfield, Ills.. June !.—The repub- 
lican state convention took five more 
ballots today without breaking the gu- 
bernatorial deadlock and without pro- 
ducing any material change in the stand- 
ing of the candidates. Three important 
propositions were presented to the con- 
vention during the day, all designed to 
end the contest, but two were rejected 
and the other is now before the com- 
mittee on resolutions. These propositions 
were; 

1. To discontinue the rollealls and 
vote by secret ballot. This came from 
a Deneen delegate, H. H. Gross, of Chi- 
cago, but was repudiated hy Deneen and 
most of the other candidates. 

2. To refer the governorship back to 
the party through primaries to be held 
on the same day through the state. This 
was proposed by Yates, but the other 
candidates were a unit against the plan, 
and it was lost by a vote of two to one. 

38. That the candidates be requested 
to release thetr delegates from further 
obligations and permit them to vote re- 
gardless of instructions. This proposition 
is pending before the resolutions com- 
mittee. Both Yates and Deneen are 
opposed to it and probably will be beaten 
if it gets out of the committee. 

The committee on resolutions was in 
session a good part of the day. The 
first occasion for its meeting was the 
reference to it of the Gross secret ballot 
resolution. The committee was practi- 
cally unanimous in declaring the plan 
impracticable, owing to the absence of 
many delegates, but it was decided to 
get the gubernatorial candidates together, 
and see if a scheme for ending the dead- 
lock could not be agreed on.

In adition, the national bank 
law was amended so as to permit the is- 
sue of currency up to the full amount 
of bonds deposited so as to promote 
the organzation of national banks with 
a minimum capital of $25,000. By this 
means the circulating medium was in- 
creased, I believe, $179,000,000. There 
hos been an enormous infusion of gold 
from the mines of the west, the Kion- 
dike and the Nome territory, which has 
been further enormously sUpplemented 
by the tremendous balance of trade in 
our favor for the last number of years, 
eo that today the circulating medium of 
this country is $3! per capita, the high- 
est ever known in the history of the 
country. 

The coinage of silver was defeated, but 
the increase of the volume of currency 
has taken place. The method selected 
was repudiated, but ine principle involv- 
ed has been vindicated. 

There is now no sense in trying to 
figat over these issues that have been 
settled. We might just as well try to 
fight over the war again, on the ground 
that the constitutional right of a state 
to secede still exists, as to go to battle 
on the silver issue again. Regardless 
of wheher tnese propositions are right 
or wrong, they are closed incidents, 
and the democracy must pass on to 
the living issues of the day. 

A plaiform settir orth the great 
principles of demOcracy is all that is 
necessary. No man has the right to 
stand out for the last pin-point on 
everything he desires, but when the 
great essentials have been agreed upon 
he must close ranks and go forward 
without hesitation. 

A due regard for the constitution of 
our country, honest administration of 
public affairs. impartiality in all public 
matters, tariff reform, opposition ts 
trusts, combines and monopolies of capt- 
tal, business or labor, death to impe- 
rialism and militarism, and a sound 
foreign policy are doctrines that we can 
all favor.

It was about the middle of the session 


when Governor Térrell entered the hall

In 
accepting the nomination for governor 
and the unanimous indorsement of his 
administration by the people and by the 
convention, Governor Terrell said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Convention: It is with feelings of deep- 
est gratitude to the people of Georgia 
that I accept the high honor of again 
becoming the democratic nominee _ for 
governor. That the administration of 
the affairs of the office of governor dur- 
ing the last two years has been unani- 
mously approved at the ballot box is an 
indorsement that will cause me to put 
forth every effort impartially and faith- 
fully to discharge the onerous duties of 
the highest office within their gift. 


State Administration. 


The convention of two years ago 
pledged the people an honest and eco- 
nominal administration of the affairs 
of state and an earnest effort to reduce 
the rate of taxation to the lowest figure 
possible. This pledge has been faith- 
fully carried out by your officials and 
the rate of taxation reduced to a point 
lower than for a number of years. It is 
not only my purpose, but that of every 
gtate official, to continue our efforts in 
Chis direction. This economy is especial- 
ly gratifying in view of the lavish ex- 
tratagance and huge appropriations of 
the general government. 

The platform adopted two years ago 
favored the enactment of a _ franchise 
tax, and in accordance with that pledge 
a law was enacted requiring that species 
of property to bear its proportion of the 
burden of taxes. The platform also fav- 
ored amendments to our school laws so 
as to make the common school system 
more effective and more helpful to the 
rural schools throughout.the state. This 
pledge has likewise been enacted into 
laws—prominent among them being the 
act proposing an amendment to the con- 
stitution providing local taxation for 
school purposes. It also favored, a con- 
stitutional Hmitation upon the tax rate, 
and in compliance therewith an amend- 
ment to the constitution has been pro- 
posed by the general assembly limiting 
the rate to five mills. This rate will 
be ample for the support of the govern- 
ment, as demonstrated by the fact that 
the rate last vear was only five mills. 

All the other promises in our platform 
have been complied with by the officials 
of the state, and they will make every 
effort to faithfully keep those made the 
people in the platform adopted by this 
convention. We have no empty prom- 
ises. We present to the people of Geor- 
gia the fair prospect of soon being able 
to give the state without detriment to 
the proper administration of the affairs 
thereof the lowest tax rate for twenty 
years. It shall be our earnest effort 
speedily to bring about this much de- 
sired result 

During the past two years our people 
have been blessed with great material 
prosperity. Our agriculfural interests 
have been especially prosperous. The 
crops have._been fairly good, and the 
prices realized for the same have been 
better than for years past, while new 
manufacturing and commercial enter- 
prises have sprung up in every com- 
munity.

| Breat body will not fully meet the ex- 


pectations of their constituency. The 
Empire state of the south is in fighting 
trim for the 1904 campaign, armed 
with the Jeffersonian sword and the 
Shield of conservatism. > 

While the convention was practical- 
ly a unit for the New York jurist, a 
large element doubted the wisdom of 
explicit instructiong for him, pre- 
ferring to adopt the course of the Ala- 
bama democracy and simply declare 
by resolution the sense of the conven- 
tion that Judge Parker is the most 
available candidate for the presidential 
nomination of the national democracy 
and bind the Georgia delegation to act 
under the unit rule. 

The element favoring straightout in- 
structions insisted on _ instructions 
for Parker under the unit rule, 
the delegation to regard instructions 
as binding so long as, in the opinion 
of the majority of the delegates, there 
was any reasonable chance of Parker’s 
nomination. This contention prevailed 
by a majority of nine votes, 

Briefly, these were the points of dif- 
ference, amounting, really, to a distine- 
tion without a difference. Reduced to 
calm analysis, we doubt not that many 
of the delegates who yesterday allow- 
ed much heat to generate under thei 
collars are this morning smiling 
over having been a party to a tempest 
in a teapot. 

The Georgia delegates to the nation- 
al democratic convention will throw 
their strength as a unit to New York’s 
favorite son so long as he is seen to 
have a possible chance to win the 
necessary votes. If it develops that, 
in the opinion of a majority of the 
delegation, his candidacy is foredoom- 
ed to failure, then the united vote of 
the delegation will go to some other 
eligible candidate, be he a dark horse 
or a horse of another color. The 
eventual action of the delegation will, 
in a contingency, be dominated by the 
good democracy and good democratic 
horse sense of the average Georgian. 

The Georgia democracy could ask 
no more than this, and the net result 
of the state convention of the party 
will be accepted as_ satisfactory 
to the people of the state. The 
State is unquestionably for Judge Par- 
ker as its first choice, and it will nox 
be the fault of the Georgia delegation 
at St. Louis if our citizens are not 
given an opportunity to vote for Par- 
ker presidential electors next Novem- 
ber. 

Now that the party in Georgia is oz- 
ganized for action, it behooves all 
good democrats to get together as one 
man, working loyally for platform and 
ticket, and, above all, to exert them- 
selves for the complete restoration of 
harmony and an aggressjve morale in 
the party nationally—a harmony 
founded on the spirit of honorable 
compromise and a morale founded on 
Jeffersonian conservatism. 


Be 
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Protect the Primary Ballot. 

The straightforward action yester- 
day of the democratic state convention 
brings: to a strong focus the demand 
of the people of Georgia for such 
legislative ehactment as will enforce 
the use of the Australian ballot in all 
primary and general elections. Previ- 
ous conventions have similarly appeal- 
ed to the general assembly, but none 
have gone so: far or employed such 
unmistakable language regarding the 
urgent need of immediate action. 

Thus invoked and with the lament- 
able effect of the absence of rigid bal- 
lot protection vivid in the minds of al] 
the members, the duty of the legisla- 
ture in the premises is clear. The 
fact that some trifling expense at- 
taches to the introduction of the Aus- 
tralian system is no argument in fa- 
vor of the continuance of the present 
inadequate method. Right here in At 
lanta, and elsewhere, it has been 
shown that the plan can be cheaply 
and effectively administered and the 
assurance which it gives of an untram- 
meled and clean vote compensates im- 
measurably for the small expendi- 
ture involved. Neither the state ol 
Georgia nor the democratic party can 
atford to consider cost when the in- 
violability of the electorate is in the 
balance. 

In a previous session of the general 
assembly the senate enacted an Aus 
‘tralian ballot law which did not reach 
the house. In the last session the 
procedure was reversed and the house 
bill of Representative Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, providing for ballot reform, was 
not acted upon by the senate. When 
the legislature convenes in June, there- 
fore, the upper body will have an ‘)p- 
portunity to pass upon the Kelly bill. 
If, upon mature deliberation, it is 
found not capable of meeting all the 
exigencies of the situation, suitable 
amendments can be devised. If neces- 
sary, an entirely new measure can be 
framed and introduced. The prime and 
impelling requisite is the making of a 
law which will compel the employ- 
ment of some form of the Australian 
ballot in every election held in Geor- 
gia, but more specifically the demo- 
cratic primaries. 

For the results of a democratic pri- 
mary in this state are equivalent to 
election. The subsequent general elez- 
tion, in which all classes of political 


|shade participate, is but the formal 


. 2 ip age 
ratification of the choices made in the 


primaries. It is in the primaries that 
the ugliest effects of fraud and corrup- 
tion have an opportunity to display 
themselves, through the instrumen- 
tality of an indifferently protected bal- 
lot. Where the votes are cast in 4n 
uninclosed’ space to which heelers and 
“plunkers” and the candidates them- 
selves have free access, and where 
possibly slipshod methods of pountipg 
the vote prevail, there are opportuni 
ties for fraud which do not exist under 
the rigid Australian system. This lat- 
ter provides that a uniform official 
ballot, with the names of all the can- 
didates thereon, be furnished yoters; 
that the ballot shall be prepared in 4 
booth or compartment in which the 
voter is absolutely protected from in- 
terference or even supervision; that 
the vote be cast under conditions 
which obviate its being tampered with, 
and that all partisans, heelers, sup- 
porters, interested or distinterested in- 
dividuals must keep a specified dis- 
tance from the actual polls. It its 
true that even under such stringent 
regulations corruption is possible, but 
it is made infinitely more difficult than 
under the lax methods prevailing in 
some portions of the state. 

The legislature which meets the lat- 
ter part of this month has the chance 
to immortalize itself in Georgia his- 
tory by adopting some such rigid elec- 
tion provision. The necessity for such 
action has been made clearly manifest 
and the desire of the people for its en- 
actment is undoubted. There can be 
no question of the duty of the general 
assembly and The Constitution be- 
lieves that it will be conscientiously 
discharged.

The Newspaper and the War News. 

Those who hold with tenacity to the 
belief that nothing is good except it 
has the hoary frost of age upon it, 
that the best developments of today 
are but a poor imitation of what they 
had in the ‘olden times when we 
were boys,” have been confounded and 
covered with confusion by at least one 
factor in our twentieth century civili- 
zation. The newspaper at any rate is 
steadily developing in efficiency and 
reliable service. This is brought 
prominently to public attention by an 
incident that occurred at the annual 
dinner of the newspaper fund in Lon- 
don a few evenings ago. 

Lord Burnham, in presiding over 
the gathering, announced the gift of 
$50,000 from Lady Campbell Clarke to 
the fund for newspaper workers. 
This estimable woman is a member of 
the famous family that established, 
and still o#¥n, The London Telegraph. 
In making this announcement, Lord 
Burnham, who himself has been in the 
journalisetic field for nearly half a 
century, commented upon the arduous 
labors of journalists today as com- 
pared with those of the past and 
dwelt upon the gradual development 
that has taken place during recent 
years. He pointed out that’ while 
formerly the people were satisfied 
with a mere tip on affairs of great 
public interest, they now expected and 
required a most complete, accurate

rence of the incident in any part of 
the world. . 

The readers of the daily newspapers 
during the past few months have be¢n 
kept posted daily of every important 
move that has been made in the Ori- 
ent. A representative of the Associ- 
ated Press was an eye-witness of the 
sinking of the great battle ship Petro- 
pavolsk and served a thrilling and 
graphic account to the American pub- 
lic immediately after that tragic in- 
cident. 

Not only is such a detailed account 
of actual happenings demanded, but 
illustrations of officers, battle scenes, 
the equipment of the forces now con- 
tending for supremacy in the Orient 
and views of the towns about which 
the tightening ‘coils of contending 
forces are being drawn; but topo- 
graphical maps of the seat of war and 
the daily routine of the czar and the 
emperor are demanded by the insatia- 
ple public and supplied by progressives 
journals, 

In this connection one factor in the 
war reports that will be of interest, 
and which perhaps has not been noted 
by the casual reader, is the very essen- 
tial difference between the reports 
given out from the Russian side of the 
contest and those made public by the 
little subjects of the emperor. Where- 
as the report of the movement of 
troops, the result of encounters on 
land and sea, the forecast of probable 
clashes, with its effects upon the gen- 
eral results that are sent out from St. 
Petersburgs are frequently of ques- 
tionable accuracy and often of abso- 
lute fallacy, the cablegrams from To- 
kio, whether favorable to Japan or an- 
nouncing the victory of the enemy, 
are invariably prompt, accurate and 
free from the mutilations of the press 
censor. 

Using all human means to arrive at 
the facts and utilizing the forces of 
steam, electricity, war balloons and 
even carrier pigeons to convey all as- 
certainable information to the point 
from which it will be sent to the neth- 
ermost parts of the globe, the daily 
newspaper collects and serves to its 
patrons at the breakfast table, regard- 
less of distance or weariness or the in- 
cident of its cost, the news of the 
world. This treat is added to eve. 
breakfast, irom iue most frugal to the 
most elaborate, for the mere bagatelle 
of a penny or two @ day. 

For the purpose of pleasing its 
patrons the newspaper is constantly 
increasing its scope, and the achieved 
results thirty-four years hence may 
be vastly more marvelous than the 
improvement since 1870, which has so 
aroused the ddmiration of Lord Burn- 


ham. 


Atlanta Music Festival. 

The gratifying success of the At- 
lanta Music Festival, looked at from 
every standpoint, is a sure indication 
of the increased appreciation on the 
part of the public in what is best and 
most elevating in music, 

The impulsive and vigorous testi- 
mony of each of the large audiences 
that gathered to hear the four con- 
certs was as discriminating as it was 
sincere, and a tribute not only to the 
visiting artists, but an appreciation of 
the patriotic zeal manifested by the 
enthusiasts who conceived and car 


ried through this festival, 

Perhaps no famous exponent of any 
field of artistic endeavor has ever 
achieved a more hearty tribute from 
an Atlanta audience than that wrung 
from a sympathetic public by the ar- 
tistic ability and gracious manner of 
Mme. Schuman-Heink, whose triumph 
here three years ago in grand opera 
was surpassed by the brilliant ovation 
accorded her this week. 

Professor J. Lewis Browne, of At- 
lanta, who trained the chorus that 
supported the noted soloists, Schuman- 
Heink, Campanari and the rest, de- 
serves high praise for his work in 
bringing the large body of gifted local 
musicians, who aided in the concerts, 
to the standard of collective efficiency 
with which they supported the leading 
artists. .This choral work was a feat- 
ure of the various performances. 

That the music festival was a com- 
plete financial success is a vindication 
of the predictions of its promoters and 
proof of the entertainment furnished.

Ancient Plants. 

Few persons realize what a wealth of 
interest is to be found in the study of 
the history of cultivated plants. Agri- 
culture must have been one of the first 
Steps in civlization, when man began to 
give up the nomadic habit and claim a 
permanent residence as ‘home.’ Hor- 
ticulture would follow at no very distant 
date, still as an adjunct of home, so it 
is no wonder that the two arts are inva- 
riably associated with that most express- 
ive monosyllable so suggestive of peace, 
rest and affection. One eminent botan- 
ist, Alphonse de Candolle, spent years of 
incredible labor and reesarch in this 
study, and one of his monuments is hi: 
work on the . “Origin of Cultivated 
Plants.”’ 

As a single instance of the interest to 
be found in this study just elance for a 
moment at one of our cereals. The cul- 
tivation ot wheat is lost in the mysterious 
past. Ancient Egyptian monuments, far 
older than the Hebrew scriptures, show 
that the Egyptians had grown this plant 
for so long a. time that he cultivation 
was thoroughly established. They ascrib- 
ed the gift of wheat to their goddess Isis, 
Rice was grown in China so long ago as 
twenty-eight centuries before the Chris- 
tian era, for in a ceremony instituted 
at that period the emperor had to sow 
rice once a year with religious rites. 
Barley and millet also go back to the dis- 
tant past of the early men. who built 
the lake dwellings of Europe. .Oats fol- 
lowed later, and later still came the cul- 
tivation of rye. Maize was grown to 
such an extent that varieties were rec- 
ognized when Aztec monuments ere 
raised. Thus the story goes on, carrying 
up on to. prehistoric—nay, primitive— 
times, whose records are only read in the 
refuse heaps of the early farmers of the 
world.—Exchange.

Former Democratic Candidate For 
President in Complete Control 
of Convention at Omaha. 
Bryan Was Late in 
Reaching Omaha.

Omaha, Neb., June |.-The Omaha state 
democratic convention today selected W. 
J. Bryan to hhead the Nebraska delegation 
to the national gathering at St. Louis 
and adopted a platform which reaffirms 
the Kansas City platform of 1900 and 
Places before the public Mr. Bryan’s 
views of what shoulg be embodied in 
the platform in the coming national con- 
vention. Mr. Bryan was himself chair- 
man of the comfhittee on _ resolutions 
and wrote the platform. He had asso- 
ciated with him men who have been his 
most loyal supporters. 

There was no opposition to the adoption 
of the platform as read, although one 
delegate attempted to secure the adop- 
tion of an additional plank pledging Ne- 
braska democracy to the support of the 
nominees of tte St. Louis convention, 
regardiess of whom they might be. He 
was ruled out of order, however, after 
reading his resolution. 

There was but a handful of delegates 
who had not been pledged to the support 
of a reaffirmation of the Kansas City 
platform and they came from Lancaster, 
Mr. Bryan’s own county. They did not, 
however, attempt to secure recognition. 

The platform opens with the following 
declaration: 

“We, the democrats of the state of 
Nebraska, in convention assembled, re- 
affirm our faith in democratie principles 
as those principles were set forth in the 
last national platform of the party adopt- 
ed at Kansas City in 1900. 

“Democratic means the rule of the 
people—a government resting upon the 
consent of the governed and administered 
according to the will and in the interest 
of the vseople. s 

“With an increasing love for the prin- 
ciples of democracy and an increasing 
confidence in their final triumph, we look 
upon the present time as opportune for 
their earnest and courageous promulga- 
tion. With a chief executive who has dis- 
regarded constitutional limitations, stirred 
up antagonism between the races, em- 
ployed all the powers of ‘his office to 
secare a renomination and purchased 
political support by turning the treasury 
department over to the financiers and 
putting the law départment into the 
hands of the trusts—with such a chief 
executive and with republican leaders 
openly and arrogantly in alliance with 
organized .wealtt{"the*country imperative. 
ly needs*a return of the government to 
positive ang clearly defined democratic 
principles.” 

The resolutiogs then call for the en- 
forcement of the remedies for trusts sug- 
gésted in the Kansas City platform; de- 
clare in favor of according the Filipinos 
the same measure of independence given 
Cuba: favor a tariff for revenue only and 
deciare for an eight hour day. ' 

Platform’s Financial Plank. 


The financial clause in the platform 
is as follows: 

“Democracy would 
treasury department in bekalf of the 
public, not as now, in the interest of 
Wall street; it would prevent the re- 
coinage of legal tender silver dollars into 
limited legal tender subsidiary coin. It 
would secure to the people a volume of 
standard money sufficient to Keep pace 
with the demand for money. It would 
favor paper money issued by the gov- 
ernment without the intervention of na- 
tional banks. It would resist the at- 
tempt to establish an asset currency and 
pranéh banks, and it would oppose the 
loaning of government money to favored 
banks, a scheme by which the people's 
money is employed to lay a foundation 
for a campaign fund and to bribe the 
financial interests to oppose any reduc- 
tlon of taxation. The present adminis- 
tration of the treasury department is 
progressively beneficial to the capitalis- 
tic class and progressively harmful to 
the producers of wealth, 3 

“The delegates chosen by this conven- 
tion to the democratic national conven- 
tion are hereby instructed to vote as a 
unit on ail questions, provided that the 
unit rule may be suspended by a ma- 
jority vote of the delegation.”’ 

Edgar Howard, a member of the reso- 
lutions committee, , later introduced the 
following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: | 

‘The democracy of Nebraska heralds 
to the démocracy of the nation its stead- 
fast respect for, confidence in, and loy- 
alty to Nebraska’s great champion of 
pure democratic principles and bids him 
God-speed in his splendid efforts to pre- 
vent the national organization from fall- 
ing under the baneful control of the 
enemies of the real democracy.”’

NOT A COUNTY 
IS FOR HEARST 


Mississippi Delegates Are 
Rapidly “Being Se- 
lected, 


Jackson, Miss., June !.—The selection 
of delegates to the democratic convention 
is still in progress, and, by this time next 
week practically all of the representa- 
tives from the seventy-six counties will 
have been named. 

Although a few county conventions, 
which have been held during the week, 
decided not to instruct their delegates, 
a majority of the delegates thus tar 
named have been instructed for Parker, 
and Hearst has not ag yet captured a 
single county. 

It is being rumored among the sup- 
porters of Parker that the Hearst lead- 
ers are on a still hunt and have adopted 
gum-shoe methods to capture delegates, 
but in well-informed political circles this 
rumor is not given credence. Certain it 
is, the strongest Hearst supporters in 
Jackson have been apathetic and are ap- 
parently manifesting no interest in the 
outcome, while Sme of them frankly ad- 
mit that their favorite has no chance. 

Although Nationa] Committeeman Mc- 
Laurin nas not yet abandoned his inten- 
tion of making a fight in the convention 
for Hearst, notwithstanding the _ fact 
that he has no Assurance of support 
from his brother, United S.atgg, Senator 
McLaurin, the indications are that the 
fight of the national committeeman will 
be a very iarme affair, and will be waged 
chiefly for the purpose of making good 
his work. 

Of the twenty-two counties which have 
named their delegates, Varker has a ma- 
jority of more than two-thirds, and this 
ratio will probably be maintained.

DISINFECTED 


Seaboard Railway Surgeons 
Claim Sleepers Spread 
Consumption. 


The members of the Association of Sea- 
board Air Line Railway Surgeons met 
for their annual session at the Aragon 
yesterday, at which time resolutions were 
passed petitioning the Pullman Car Com- 
pany to adopt the necessary precautions 
for the killing of consumption germs and 
the spreading of disease in the matter of 
thoroughly antisepticizing the sleeping 
cars every mornmg or after the occu- 
pants of the sleeper have left the car. 
There is a law requifring this action in 
many states and the resohitions yester- 
day were for establishing the same re- 
quirements in Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgta, Florida and 
Alabama. 

The subject was opened by Dr. John 
W. Corbett, of Camden, S. C., who read 
a paper on the “Necessity of Disinfect- 
ing Pillmans.”’ In this paper Dr. Corbett 
brought out the great dangers that must 
follow where the occupant of a berth is 
a consumptive.’ Any sputem or saliva de- 
posited on the mattress by such a suf- 
ferer is certain to jeopardize the health 
of those Who occupy the same berth on 
the following night or even many nights 
later. 

In the general discussion following some 
of those present cited f[nstances where 
passengers had been asked to take 
berths that had been occupied by pa- 
Wents just previously. It was unan!lmoys- 
le agreed that precautions for antisept!- 
cizing by means of formaldehyde fumi- 
eas@ng or some other means should be 
adopted that would result in the killing 
of these germs for the protection of both 
well passengers and particularly those 
who were suffering from colds or weak 
lungs and swSceptible to the ravages of 
consumption.

Punishment of Bandit Will Be 


Demanded, 


Secretary Hay Determines To Pursue 
Strong Course in Moroccan Af- 
fair—France Pleased By Rec- 
ognition of Her Power 
in Morocco. 


Tangier, June !.—The United States 
cruiser Olympia, flying the flag of Rear 
Admiral Jewell, in command of the Eu- 
ropean squadron and the cruisers Balti- 
more and Cleveland, arrived here during 
the afternoon. Therg are no further de- 
velopments concerning the kidnaping of 
Perdicaris and Varley, but a report is 
current that eight days have been al- 
lowed the sultan in which to produce 
the prisoners, beyond which time Tangier 


will be bombarded. This report is not 
confirmed. 


Will Take Strong Hand. 
Washington, June !.—Secretaries Hay 
and Moody held a conference with the 
president today over the latest advices 
from Tangier regarding the Perdicar's 
cage. Consul General Gummere has been 
cabled to inform the Moorish government 
that regardless of the action of any other 
government the United States government 
would insist that the bandit Ralsoull be 
held personally responsible for the safe- 
ty of Perdicaris and that if any harm 
comes to the captive our government 
will demand the capture and execution 
of Raisoull. 

To make sure that this important mes- 
Sage reaches the Moorish government 
and through its agents the brigand chief, 
the state department has also cabled 
the same message to Ambassador Cfoate, 
in London. Mr. Choate is expected to 
see that it reaches the British minister 
at Tangier through the British foreign 
Office and that In due course it will be 
brought to the attention of the Moorish 
government. 

It is stated at the state department that 
several days will elapse before the Tesult 
of the reports of the French agents in 
behalf of Ion Perdicaris, the captive of 
Morocco bandits, can be known.

by Prince Dolgorouky, a _ disappointed 


‘The prince is an opponent 
of Count Lamsdorft’'s policy, and is said to 
have become insane through brooding 
over his alleged grievances. 

Dolgorouky formerly was an officer in 
the Imperia] Hussars, but is now on the 
retired list. At one time he was connect- 
ed with the foreign office ag an attache 
at Vienna. Since then he is sald to have 
been a constant applicant for a position 
in the foreign service, but without suc- 
CesS. He belongs to the Slavonphile 
party, strongly opposed to the Pacific 
policy of the minister or foreign affairs, 
According to the story current in tne 
city, the prince met Gount Lamsdortt in 
the street Monday evening, and withour 
warning, struck him on the head with a 
walking stick. In so doing he ig said to 
have calmly announced that he chastised 
the foreign ministet tn the name of the 
whole Russian people. Police agents 
rushed to the scene and seized prince, 
who immediately handed noe card, 
saying it was a private affair. Neverthe. 
less, he was placed under arrest. 

Count Lamsdorff called upon the em. 
peror Tuesday, it having been his regular 
day for an audience, and therefore not 
necessarily connected with the assault.

BODY FINALLY EXHUMED 
AFTER PUBLIC. DEMAND 


Dr. B. F. Holiday, Before Second In- 
quest, Declares That the Young 
Woman Was Choked and 
Was Dead When Thrown 
in the Lake. 


“Sophie Kloeckler was dead before 
her body was ever thrown in the 
lake.” This statement was made by 
Dr. E. L. Griffin, who made the post 
morter examination on the body of 
Miss Kloeckler in Westview ceme- 
tery yesterday morning. 

“Miss Kloeckler was choked. 
There is every eviacence of it on her 
neck. She was dead when thrown 
into the water.’’—Dr. B. F. Holiday, 
family physician to the Kloeckler 
family, who aided in the holding of 
the autopsy. 


The evidence that was brought out at 
the coroner’s inquest. held at the estab- 
lishment of Hillburn & Poole yesterday 
afternoon at 8 o’clock, shows beyond the 
Shadow of a doubt’ that Miss Sophie 
Kloeckler was choked to death and her 
body thrown into the pond at Lakewood 
and also that an attempt to criminally 
asSault her was made previous to the 
murder. 


Post Mortem Demanded. 


Acting under the general demand from 
the public that all of the facts tn the 
Kloeckler case be brought to light, Cor- 
onet Stamps ordered an autopsy held and 
the body was exhumed bv Hilburn & 
Poo'e early yesterday morning, ana Drs. 
FE. “LL. Griffin. E. D. Richardson. John 
B. Wilkinson. R. F. Holiday and J. 
W. Mitchell made a thorough examina- 
tion of the body. 

The post-mortem was attended hv Chief 
of Police John W. Ball, Detective Ser- 
geant H. H. Bedford. Coroner Stamps 
and Detectives White, Fogg and Lock- 
hart . 

Immediately after the examination was 
made the body was reinterred and Cor- 
oner Stamps, announcing that there had 
been sufficient new evidence disclosed to 
warrant the reconvening of the coroner's 
jury, called for the members to meet yes- 
terday afternoon and the examination of 
witnesses was gone into. 

J. Sid Holland, foreman of the jury, 
asked that the witnesses be heard in the 
same order as at the previous inquest, 
and also that they be placed under rule, 

Coroner Makes Statement. 

Coroner Stamps. previous to the taking 
of any testimony, made a short state- 
ment, in which he said the jury had met 
to reopen the case for the purpose of 
taking additional testimony. 

“Many have said that the officers of 
the law connected with this case have 
not fulfilled their duty. I desire to say 
here and now that the officers have 
worked hard on the case, and I have met 
with them every day for the purpose of 
aiding them as much as possible. They 
have done all they could in the matter, 


but, thinking an autopsy would aid them 
lin their work, they asked that one be 
j}made, and it was performed this, morn- 


ing.’’ 
Dr. E. L. Griffin Testifies. 

Dr. E L. Griffin's testimony was to 
the effect that the girl was killed be- 
fore the body was thrown imto the wa- 
ters of the lake. He said he had found 
four cardinal points. The first of these 
he classed ag an examination of.the tfe- 
male organs. ‘These he found to be in 
a perfect state, there was not the slight- 
est indication of pregnancy, and all of 
the attending physicans were sure there 
fas none. 

"The second fact established was that 
there had been an attempt at crimnal 
assault, evidently, as there was a sign 
of violence and a smal] biood clot had 
been formed on the left side, an eignth 
of an inch under the skin. The blood 
was caused by some kind of a rup- 
ture, at least, ten or fifteen minutes 
before the heart stopped beating, as 
could be told from the nature of the 

»lood clot. It may have been that there 
was an injury caused by a fall or some- 
thing similar. 

The third point was that the face 
wes black with congested venus blood 
and the chin, nose and forehead more 
so than any other part of the body. 

The fourth point brought out was that 
the young woman had been choked This 
was shown when an Incision was made 
into the neck and free _ bilood was 
found in the tissues. This showed beyond 
a doutb that she Nad been choked 
Dr. Griffin said positively that it was 
his opinion the young woman was 
choked and was dead when she was 
thrown into the water. 

After takine the evidence of several 
other witnesses, the jury adjourned to 
meet again at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


Dr. Holiday Testifies. 

The testimony of Dr. B. F. Holiday, 
of 417 East Georgia avenue, was cqual- 
ly as pOsitive as that of Dr. Griffin: He 
was present at the examination and 
said he was sure the young woman was 
dead before she was thrown. into. the 
water. He would not say positively 
that choking caUsed death, but said she 
had been choked as there was every 
evidence of this fact. 

Both Dr. Griffin and Dr. Holiday were 
cross-examined at great length by mem-

One of them remark- 
ed that a whale must have jumped up 
out of the lake and fallen in again. 
This is evidently the very moment that 
Miss Kloeckler’s body was thrown into 
the lake, 

The p®int where Mrs. 
her friends were ushing was some dis- 
ance from where the body was found 
and a projection of a point of lana pre- 
vented them seeing the place where the 
murder Was committed. 

Mrs. Thompson was positive that there 
was no man in thelr neighborh®od dur- 
ing the entire morning. The only per- 
saw were the young men and 
from whom they secured their 
fishing tackle and who found the hat 
of Miss Kloeckler a time after- 
wards, while walking around the lake. 

Mrs. ThOmpson said that Miss Kloeck- 
ler did not appear to be at all sad, but 
that had a determined look and 
apparently knew exactly where she was 
going. as she walked along with fitm 
step and did not pause or hesitate aiong 
the path.

Little Water in Body. 

When asked the amount of wa. 
|ter that came from the body after {1 
had beer pulled to the shore, Wright said

ting the water from it. He said he had 
seen bodies of seven drowned DeTsorns—, 
but not near the amount off water came 
from the body of Miss Kloeckler that he 
Nad seen come from others. 

In the examination ef Dr. Griffin it was 
testified to that the water of the lake 
would have taken away any external 
Signs of choking. The physician said jt 
was his opinion that the murderer had 
one of his’knees on the forehead of his 
victim at the time he was choking her, 
as there was every evidence of this on 
the skin of the forehead. When asked if 
it was mot necessary that there be out- 
ward Signs of choking, Dr. Griffin re- 
plied that it was not. He said that soft 
‘nands and a full neck would not neces. 
farily i€ave the imprint of fingers. The 
congested olood under the skin at the 
taroat showed that there had been a se- 
vere pressure on the windpipe and that it 
Was greater on the right side of the 
throat where the thumb would rest if the 
choking was done with the right Hand 
of a person. He believed death resuited 
from asphyxiation and that the young 
woman was dead when she was thrown 
into the water. 

The lungs of the young woman could 
not be examined to the extent where it 
would be possible to arrive at this con- 
‘clusion definitely because of the presence 
, of embalming fluid. 


Girl’s Family Present. 


| Two sisters of the dead girl and other 
| members of the family were present at 
the taking of’ testimony by the jury and 
were interested to a great extent. Other 
friends of the famtly were there, as were 
Chief Ball, Detectives Bedford. White. 
Fogg, Lockhart, Simpson and Campbell! 

“Sovhie Kloeckler was doubtless mur- 
dered,’ said Chief of Police John W

It could be seen by their 
crosa-examination of the witnesses ves- 
terday afternoon that this was their 
opinion, although both of them said, af- 
ter the jury had adojurned, that they 
questioned the witnesses closely jn order 
that they get out every fact connected

It has heen suggested that Coroner 
Stamps or Chief Ball have an attorney 
present at the inquest this afternoon for 
the purpose of cxamining the witnesses 
and bringing out numerous points that 
might otherwise be overlooked 

Several other witnesses are to he ex- 
amined this afternoon and it may be gev- 
eral days yet before a verdict is reached.

COUNTY MATTERS 
ARE DISPOSED OF 


County Commissioners Dis- 
pose of Several Matters 
of Importance. 


The board of county commissioners 
held an ‘interesting session yesterday 
morning and much business of importance 
was transacted. There was quite a live- 
ly discussion between the commissioners 
present and Tax Collector Stewart about 
a new method of collecting road tax, the 
board finally adopting the tax collector's 
suggeMion. 

The board had not been in session 
many minutes before it found itself cail- 
ed upon to get out of a muddle about the 
election of two road commissioners for 
the same district. C. M. Bryan had been 
elected for the South Bend district, and 
because somebody said he would not 
serve, the board elected W. A. Shell] to 
fill the same office. Yesterday Bryan 
announced that he wanted to hold the 
job, and had never said he would not 
serve. The board decided to notify Shell 
that he must abdicate ,as he had been 
elected to fill a vacancy which did not 
_ exist. 

The Richards Machine Company asked 
permission to build a side track across 
Capitol avenue at the intersection of 
Ridge avenue. The petition was referred 
to a committe for a report. 

I. C. Clark has built a house with a 
porch encroaching on Ridge avenue at 
the intersection of Pryor street. He was 
informed that he must remove the ob- 
struction. 

Robinson avenue, between South Boule- 
vard and Ormwood avenue, was ordered 
graded and er at once. 

The suit of “C. W. Hunnicutt was 
brought to the attention of the board. 
Mr. Hunnicutt has asked the superior 
court for a mandamus to make the county 
commissioners rescind their action in re- 
gard to the Chattahoochee avenue rail- 
road bridge. The board at a former meet- 
ing allowed the avenue to be changed 
s0 as to do away with a Dridge over 
the Seaboard Air Line railroad. . ‘Ihe 
change of the avenue affected MrxHunni- 
cutt’s property. The case is in the hands 
of the county attorney, and will come 
up for a hearing before Judge Lumpkin 
next Saturday. 

On motion of Commissioner Culberson, 
the clerk of the board was instructed to 
notify all road commissioners and over- 
seers that hereafter in clearing out 
ditches not to put the dirt removed on 
roads that had been paved. 


Road Tax Collection. 

The special] committee on the proposed 
new bridge over the rafroads at Hell- 
wood crossing reported that until some 
definite idea of the cost of the property 
that had to be purchased was known no 
action could be taken. 

Tax Collector Stewart recommended to 


| for such taxes close on July |, 


the board that road commissigners be 
allowed to collect road taxes on regular 
tax receipts before and up to the day 
when persons warned had to either work 
on the roads or pay the tax. 

This caused a. very lively’ discussion, 
and at one time the tax collector re- 
marked that his plan was feasible and 
practical, and the objections raised to it 
were nothing more than the quibbles of 
lawyers. He said that Bis plan meant 
dollars to the county where now only 
cents were collected.

the tax collector’s receipt blanks,

Thousands of Crates -of the 
Fruit Will Soon Be Shipped 


In a Few Days Carloads of Fine Geor- 
gia Peaches Will Be On Their 
Way to Market—President 
Hale Delighted With 
the Prospect. 


Fort Valley, June !.—(Special.)—Within 
the next few days will begin the move- 
ment of the largest peach crop in the 
history of the state. Already a few scat- 
tering crates are being expressed to near- 
by. markets and gold to local trade, but 
at an early date the standard varieties 
will begin to ripen and the car load ship- 
ments commence in earnest, The very 
early varieties such as are being ship- 
ped now are not considered of sufficient- 
merit to be grown in large quantities, as 
they do not carry well when shipped any 
distance, The earliest standard variety 
shipped frdm this section is probably 
the Carmen and they will hardly begin 


| ripening before the 20th of June, By that 


time car load shipments will be leaving 
here daily and the greatest and most 
profitable commercial crop within the his- 
tory of this sectfon will have begun to 
be marketed. 

The method of handling the peach 
crop, the rapidity with which the work 
has to be done, and the enormous profits 
coming in to the growers within com- 
paratively such a short time, js a great 
innovatioh from the business methods of 
the farmers of six an@ eight years ako, 
and even now they can hardly realize 
the amount of money they are about to 
receive until it is thrust upon them. 

The buyers, who are just beginning to 
come down, are exerting every effort to 
“bear” the market and are crying that 
low prices will certainly be experienced 
this year. Such talk ts having little ef- 
fect cpon the growers and prices are 
holding up about as stiff as ever. The in- 
dications for a good crop have never been 
better, ‘but the condition and quality of 
the fruit also promises to be ynexcelledi 
The growers all agree that the fruit is 
larger and sounder and of better quality 
this season than we Mave had aince 1898, 
and whenever it can be placed in north- 
ern markets in good condition it tmva- 
riably brings handsome _ profits, and 
whether the crop be large or small, if 
it does not carry well {t doesn’t sell well, 
Hon, J. G. McNaltr, of St. Louis, and 
president of the large Missouri-Georgia 
Orchard Company, of this place, states 
that he has never seen any more favor- 
able conditions for the peach growers 
than the present crop promises to be and 
he believes prices will be every whit as 
good this year as last, if not better. 

C. §. McCarthy, manager of the lee 
Pope Fruit Company, says he will ship 
this season 100 cars of the finest fruit 
he has ever marketed. He pronounces 
the condition and, general indications of 
the fruit ap to date ag perfect and pre- 
dicts large profits’ for the growers, 

Hon. H. A. Mathews, ,who would have 
shipped !0 cars this season, since yes- 
terday is wearing a satisfied look, as he 
closed a deal disposing of his entire 
crop at a handsome price. Senator Ma- 
thews decided that since he will have to 
spend the summer in Atlanta with the 
politicians, he had hbetter dispose of his 
peach interests and he is now the proud 
6wner of a very much inflated bank ac- 
eount. 

Dr. W, C. Wright, who is the owner 

1,600 acres of the finest peach land 
in the state, and the largest individual 
grower, eStimates that he will ship 150 
cars, and states that he has never seen 
brighter prospects for an ideaj peach 
crop than the one this season. 


Hale Is Optimistic. 

Hon, J. H. Hale, of South Gastonberry, 
Conn., who is president of the famous 
Hale Georgia Orchard Company, arrived 
in the city a few days ago and is ex- 
ceedingly optimistic about the peach out- 
look. His company wil] probably ship 
from 300 to 350 cars. Extensive arrange- 
ments are being made in the summer ho- 
tels and boarding houses established on 
their grounds, and any one visiting their 
large orchards can see a veritable little 
city of 1,000 inhabitants sprung up as it 
were within a day, 

The Armour Refrigerating Company has 
opened up their offices here and have 
their representatives on the grounds look- 
ing after their interests. About four 
weeks ago they sent a representative 
down here getting estimates from the va- 
rious growérs as to the probable number 
of crates they would ship this season in 
order that they might be fully prepared to 
handle the crop. It is not known just 
what these figures were for this point, 
but it is thought that approximately 1,500 
— will be shipped from Fort Valley 
alone,
